he bad practice of the State 
Highway Department In per* 
mlttfng two-way traffic while 


resurfacing roads with asphalt 
and pea-gravel is producing ex- 
cessive Insurance claims for re- 
placement of broken windshields, 
I reported in this column Fri- 
day, Nov. 28. 


Since publication of that piece 


I have learned that insurance 
penalties are waiting just around 
the corner for Arkansas auto mo- 
bile owners. 


Local insurance agencies are 


advised, I understand, that there 
is a state-wide movement by un- 
derwriters to establish a $50 
deduction on auto glass breakage 
claims— which means you would 
pay the first $50 toward replac- 
ing a broken windshield; that is, 
you would have to pay from 30 
to 40 per cent of the cost of the 
new glass yourself. 


Some agencies elsewhere in 


Arkansas, it is reported here, 
have already established a rule 
that after three glass claims 
against any one policy— whether 
for headlights or windshield— the 
$50 deduction will be enforced. 


In last Friday's column I point- 


ed out that one of The Star's 
leased cars sustained windshield 
damage due to flying pea-gravel 
from an approaching car on a 
freshly-surfaced highway, and at 
the first safety inspection there- 
after the windshield was ordered 
replaced at a cost of $141.82. 


Of course it was a leased car, 


and insurance covered the claim. 


A decision by Municipal Judge 


John L. Wilson the County Judge 
to sell 997 cases of liquor seiz- 
ed by law enforcement officers 
be sold as contraband has been 
appealed to the Hempstead Cir- 
cuit Court, Judge Wilson noti- 
fied the Star Monday.

draft-age man in the nation has 
a ticket in Monday night's new 
Selective Service lottery, a tick- 
et he received the day he was 
born. 


For the order in which birth- 


days are drawn from a big glass 
jar will largely determine each 
man's chance of being drafted 
in 1970—or, for some, in a future 
year. 


Every man who reaches at 


least age 19 but not 26 by Dec. 
31, 1969 has a stake in this 
drawing. 


For some, the waiting will be 


short, the result conclusive. 


As the first capsule is drawn, 


about 8 p.m. EST and,,the date 
written on a paper inside it is 
announced, men who share that 
birthday and are classified 1A 
can be virtually certain to re- 
ceive their draft call sdon after 
•the New Year ushers -'in 1970. 


Men sharing that first-drawn 


birthday, but who are deferred 
or exempt, will know they stand 
to be drafted if they lose their 
deferment or exemption. 


One by one the little plastic 


capsules will be drawn, each 
containing a different day of the 
year— 3GG in all, including Leap 
Year's Feb. 29. 


The White House estimates 


some 290,000 draftable men will 
join the armed services volun- 
tarily next year, leaving about 
560,000 to take their chances. 
Out of that remainder, some 
200,000-about 46 per cent- 
must be drafted under current 
planning. 


If it were only a matter of 


arithmetic, the first 170 birth- 
days drawn would just about pro- 
vide 1970's draftees, but there 
are a lot of unpredictable factors 
that blur that dividing line. 


It may vary considerably from 


one local draft board to another, 
reaching a higher number here, 
a lower one there. 
Still for those men with the first 
birthdays 
drawn— maybe the 


first 140 or 150 or so—the un-

ed shop on an alien shore trem- 
bling at the mere formality of 
duplicating your own signature. 
Bon/iie and Clyde on their first 
job couldn't have been this jum- 
py.

Mac?" You say to the sales 
clerk to divert attention from 
your quivering hand, realizing 
too late that it is raining buck- 
ets outside and that Mac hap- 
pens to be a girl. 


Her smile is tentative and too 


quickly withdrawn, a flash of 
tolerance followed by a linger- 
ing glow of suspicion. 


Disconcertingly,

the signature at the top of the 
check,

Pentagon

J. W, Fulbright said today "the 
Pentagon has been staffed and 
armed to promote itself through 
shaping public opinion, using a 
varied arsenal of public rela- 
tions weapons." 


The Arkansas Democrat, who 


is chairman of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, said he will 
seek to limit such programs by 
an amendment to the upcoming 
defense appropriations bill. 


Fulbright also said he will 


seek to strike funds for certain 
specific programs, including an

"feature aspects of the military 
participation in S o u t h e a s t 
Asia."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
reversed the damage judgment 
of $108,000 in a land condemna- 
tion case because 
Arkansas 


Highway Commission attorneys 
were not allowed enough lati- 
tude in cross-examining a key 
witness for the land owner. 


The high court said Circuit 


Court Judge Henry B. Means 
erred by overly .restricting the 
cross-examination while sitting 
as a circuit judge in Faulkner 
County during a temporary ex- 
change of assignments. Means 
is from Malvern. Circuit Court 
Judge Russell Roberts normal- 
ly would have sat on the case. 


The land in question was 


owned by William J. Dean. The 
commission took 11.04 of Dean's 
85.55 acres for construction of 
Interstate 40 in Faulkner Coun- 
ty. 


C. V. Barns, a witness for 


Dean, examined 250 land trans- 
action records and estimated 
that Dean was due damages of 
$86,000 because of the commis- 
sion action. However, commis- 
sion attorneys were denied per- 
mission to delve deeply into 
Barnes' research. 


The jury awarded damages 


of $108,000. The high court de- 
clined to discuss whether the 
jury award was too large, say- 
ing the cross-examination re- 
strictions were s u f f i c i e n t 
ground for reversal. 


In another commission case, 


the Supreme Court affirmed a 
Nevada County Chancery Court 
ruling awarding a judgment of 
$5,500 against the commission. 


The case began in 19G2 when 


the commission took action to

The commission was ordered 


to post $10,000 bond to protect 
a claim by land owners that the 
commission was taking some of 
their property.

SAIGON (AP) - 
American 


military strength in Vietnam 
has dropped below 480,000 men 
for the first time in two years, 
continuing a five-month trend 
downward that began with th* 
first 
troop withdrawals last 


summer, the U.S. Command an- 
nounced today. 


there was increased specula- 


tion that President Nixon before 
the end of the year will an- 
nounce more withdrawals to- 
yond the 60,000-men reduction 
ordered so far this year. 


The U.S. Command said that 


as of last Thursday there wer« 
479,500 American troops in the 
country, a drop of 4,900 men 
during the previous week and 
4,500 under the maximum of 
484,000 Nixon set for Dec. 15. 


American troop strength In 


Vietnam was 485,600 two years 
ago and rose to a high of 543,400 
last April. 


Meanwhile, 
enemy attacks 


across South Vietnam were re* 
ported at a low level, but allied 
spokesmen said this was part of 
the cyclic pattern that has pre- 
vailed in the past year. 


Viet Cong sappers moving be* 


hind a mortar barrage blasted 
their way into the compound of 
a U.S. Army combat support 
unit eight miles north of the big 
American supply base at Cam 
Ranh bay. 


Security forces and helicopter 


gunships attacked the Viet Cong 
commandos, and they withdrew 
within an hour. Headquarters 
said 
three Americans were 


wounded. Material damage was 
reported light. There was no re- 
port of enemy casualties. 
. 


Militiamen and U.S. artillery 


killed 40 Viet Cong Sunday on 
the northern edge of the Mekong 
.Delta, the allied cgfimands re- 
ported, wNle the 'Viet GOT* 
made two small attacks on the 
government pacification pro- 
gram deeper in the Delta. 


One South Vietnamese soldier 


was reported killed and three 
wounded in the clash between 
the Viet Cong and militiamen in 
a rice paddy in Long An prov- 
ince, 24 miles southwest of Sai- 
gon. The militiamen killed 27 of 
the enemy, and then American 
artillery killed 13 more as they 
were withdrawing, allied com- 
muniques said. 


Three civilians were reported 


killed and four wounded when 
Viet Cong terrorists threw a 
hand grenade into a hamlet 60 
miles southwest of Saigon. 


Forty miles farther south, 


Viet Cong troops moving behind 
a mortar barrage attacked a 
village administrative office de- 
fended by 12 militiamen. One 
South Vietnamese was killed 
and six were wounded. There 
apparently were no Viet Cong 
casualties. 


Lt. Gen. Julian J. Ewell, com- 


mander of the U.S. 2nd Field 
Force covering the Saigon re- 
gion, said Long An province is 
the only region in his command 
where allied troops are "putting 
on real pressure" in the pacifi- 
cation effort. 


"It's 
just a grinding pres- 


sure," Ewell said. "The five lo- 
cal force (Viet Cong) battalions 
there vary in strength from 50 
men to 200 men and they're 
really in bad shape." 


Ewell said the Viet Cong are 


still putting some replacements 
into the area, "but the strength 
of the battalions is slowly going 
down,"

It in- 
cludes a copy of the previous 
year's federal income tax re- 
turn and a listing of assets, lia- 
bilities, client fees, business 
connections, and gifts. 


The other report, filed with 


the secretary of the Senate and 
available for public inspection, 
must list contributions received 
during the preceding year and 
the use made of them. It also

amount and 


source of each honorarium of 
$300 or more.

ther ethics legislation, there are 
some senators with a differing 
view.

is the "saturation treatment." 
Volunteers (who must be healthy, 
willing and desperate) agree to 
remain in a closed room, smok- 
ing one cigarette after another 
— no let-up —for twelve hours. 
They may play cards, read, eat 
(if they're able) drink non-al- 
coholic beverages, talk (main- 
ly about their habit)-but they 
must never have a cigarette 
out of their hands. If one of 
the group falters, the others 
insist he light up. Four packs 
per person is the minimum. 


Many 
who 
have suffered 


through this behavioral psycho- 
logy experiment insist they can 
never smoke again: The mere 
thought of a cigarette makes 
them nauseous. 


"When your eyes run a river, 


your mouth tastes like burned 
rubber, your throats on fire 
and your stomach is doing flip 
flops—yet you HAVE to take 
the next cigarette, and the next, 
and the next—well, when it's ov- 
er, you've had it with tobacco! 
And the feeling lasts." So says 
a man who went the saturation 
route last month.

Child Should Be Given 


Proper Stool Training 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—When my daughter, 8, 


is constipated there is blood 
on the toilet paper. Our 
pediatrician advised using a 
mild laxative and a sooth- 
ing ointment, locally. This 
helped for awhile but now 
she has this trouble again. 
What is the best treatment 
for it? 


A—One of the chief causes 


of constipation in children 
is failure to go to stool when 
they first feel the urge. This 
may be because they don't 
want to miss a part of a TV 
p r o g r a m ' or an exciting'' 
game. Later they may hold 
back out of fear that the 
stool will be painful. 
The 


first step, therefore, is to 
persuade your daughter to 
break this habit. In addition, 
you should see that she gets 
enough vegetable and fruit 
every day to give her a 
formed stool. 
At the first 


indication that her stool will 
be hard to pass, insert a 
glycerin suppository in her 
rectum. She should hold this 
for five minutes to allow it 
to melt. It will make the 
stool pass more easily. 


Q—My grandson, 4, has 


been constipated for three 
years. The doctor blamed 
it on the milk he was drink- 
ing and took him off the 
bottle. But his bowels still 
won't move unless he gets 
a laxative. 
What do you 


recommend? 


A—The Idea that milk and 


milk products are constipat- 
ing was e x p l o d e d many 
years ago. These valuable 
foods contain no roughage 
and therefore neither help 
nor hinder the passage of a 
stool. Constipation may be 
due to habit (see preceding 
question) or failure to eat 
enoilgh vegetables and fruit. 
In any case, laxatives are to 
be 
avoided 
because 
they 


irritate the bowel and tend 
to cause overemptying.

years. One doctor said it 
was due to an allergy and 
another said it was chronic 


bronchitis. What can be clone 
for her? 


A—Any cough that lasts 


two years should be thor- 
oughly 
investigated 
by 
a 


chest specialist. 
When the 


cause is found, the proper 
treatment can be prescribed 
but no overnight cure is to 
be expected. 


Q—Could deformities in a 


baby be caused by a mother 
drinking to excess during 
pregnancy? 


A—S t r a^fec^afcU iiay 


seem, no birth defects nave 
been shown to result from 
this cause.

Player Draft

The prizes are many— an un- 


beaten season, a Southwest Con- 
ference championship, a spot In 
the Cotton Bowl against Notre 
Dame and a possible national 
title, 


Texas, with its ground-chew- 


ing, point-producing Wishbone- 
T, is ranked No, 1 in the na- 
tion, Arkansas, which has the 
best 
defense 
in 
the nation 


against scoring, is ranked No. 
2, 


In the past 11 years, the Tex- 


as-Arkansas feud has developed 
into one of the top collegiate 
series In the country, Four 
times, both teams have entered 
the contest unbeaten. 


Only once in the past 10 


games has the winning margin 
in the series been moie than 10 
points and seven times the win- 
ner has been determined by less 
than a touchdown. 


On eight of the past 10 occa- 


sions, the winner has gone on 
to at least a share of the South- 
west Conference title. 


It has been a series of big 


plays, frustrations and most of 
all, gut fights.
